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On Wednesday the T7.U.S. was 
addressed by Mrs. Hodges - the only 
woman on the editorial staff of the 
Times - on the subject of journal- 
ism. She spoke very clearly on the 
great prejudice against women 
journalists, which is more noted in 
this profession than in any other. 

In Canada there are only 100 newspap 
ers which employ more than £ women 
journalists and they handle womens 
activities only. 

The journalist must have a sound 
general education, a plastic mind 
capable of changing continually with 
the Current of public opinion, and 
he must very good $t spelling. A lo 
professional training is not requir- 
ed, but there are several schools of 
journalism that one may attend. She 
pointed out that the best possible 
training would be in a newspaper 
office. 

Journalism is the poorest paid 
profession for women and the hours 
are very long, but it is most inter- 
esting. One is given a certain 
subject that must be handled in a 

certain way, however distasteful it 
may be.
